The Duty of the Governor and Governeſs. . 


1. EE perſons to whom the care of the 
Poor ſhall be intruſted, to be a man and 


huis wife; ſober, diſcreet, and diligent, experi- 
enced in houſhold management, capable of go- 

verning the Poor with humanity to them, and 
ceconomy for the Pariſh; they are to follow no 


other employment, bulinels, or intereſt, but thar 
of the Pariſh, and give ſecurity for the truſt that 


may be repoſed in them, and for the faithful diſ- 


charge of their duty, if requiret. 


2. Every thing, the Pariſh property in the 
workhouſe, to be delivered over to the Governor 
by an inventory ſigned by the officers, and the 


party intruſted, and are by him to be accounted 
for whenever called upon by the Officers for the 
time being, or the major part of them. 


3. That the Governor to be appointed, be able 5 
to write a plain legible hand, and keep an ac- 


count of the name, age, ſex, time of reception, 
death or diſcharge of every perſon who ſhall be 


admitted into the houſe, in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpoſe, and in ſuch form and 


manner as he ſhall be directed by the Officers.

10. In the abſence of. the Churchwardens and 
Overſeers, he is to preſide over every perſon in 


the workhouſe as maſter of the family, with the 


greateſt care and humanity to the ſick, lame, 


impotent perſons, children and others committed 
to his care.

The Office and Duty of the Clerk of the 
Veſtry. 


TE is to attend all van: and to act as Re- 
giſter or Secretary thereto and therein. 

His buſineſs is to make clear and diſtinct mi- 
nutes of all its acts, enter them fairly in the 


minute book, and to ſee them regularly ſigned 


by ſuch of the inhabitants as mall be then and 
thereto conſenting. 
To draw up and copy all n votes, mo- 
tions, and other acts of the Veſtry, and to give 
out fair copies thereof, when ordered by the 
Veſtry, or Churchwardens, but not otherwiſe. 
He is to make all rate books, and attend the 
ſigning thereof by the officers and inhabitants, 
and by his Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace; to 
have the care and cuſtody (under the Church- 
wardens) of the Pariſh writings, books and papers, 
and duly enter in the books the accounts of 


the — after their veiwg — ; and

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keep all other the pariſh-accounts in a "tle hand- 


writing, and in ſuch form and manner as the 
Veſtry ſhall direct. 


He is to collect all rents and rates Whatever 


due and payable to the Churchwardens, and to

to execute the orders of the Churchwardens and 
Overſeers of the poor, for the time being, in 
aiding and aſſiſting the conſtable to ſecure ſuch

perſons as by the ſaid Churchwardens and Over- 
ſeers may be thought within the meaning of the 
preſent, or any future act of parliament, for the 
better or more ſpeedily recruiting his Majeſty's

He is to attend to, and procure the paſſing of 
Vagrants and Paupers, not legally ſettled in the 
pariſh ; and diligently to ſearch out for, and pro- 
duce to the Veſtry, or to the Overſeers of the 

Poor, once within every quarter of a year at leaſt, 
a true liſt of all perſons ſuſpected of keeping diſ- 
orderly houſes; of all who receive inmates, with 
the names of ſuch inmates, and of all ſuch perſons 
as do, or ſhall come to reſide in any cottage 
within the pariſh, not having a certificate from 
their legal place of ſettlement; and he is to do 
every matter and thing that is within his power, 
and can be reaſonably required of him, as the 
ſervant and meſſenger of the Churchwardens and 
Overſeers of the Poor for the time being. 
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
